AMENDMENTS TO 


(the 


Bill 77, respecting Provincial Univer- 
sities, was passed by the third session of 
the 15th Legislature of the Province of Al- 
berta on April 13th. 


The Bill was passed on the recommen- 
dations of the Governors of the University 
of Alberta as set out in their report and the 
main purpose of the Bill was to establish 
two separate provincial Universities - the 
University of Alberta and the University of 
Calgary, andtore-organize University ad- 
ministration. Provision was also made for 
the establishment of additional Universi- 
ties. In addition, a Universities Commis- 
sion was established to act as intermediary 
between the Universities andthe Provincial 
Government and to exercise certain regu- 
latory functions with respect to the Univer- 
sities. 

A portion of the Bill which interestingly 
enough received a good deal of attention 
was Section 50, having to do with the use 
of dogs at the University for medical re- 
search purposes, 


The approved form of Section 50 now 
reads: 
1. No university and no faculty or school 
of a university shall purchase dogs for re- 
search purposes. 
2. Amunicipality that operates a dog pound 
shall, upon the request of the faculty of me- 
dicine of auniversity, make available tothe 
faculty for research and teaching purposes 
all impounded dogs, 
(a) that have not been claimed by the ow- 
ner within ten days of the impoundment, 
and, 
(b) that would otherwise be destroyed. 
3. Amunicipality is not required to main- 
tain impounded and unclaimed dogs for a 
period of ten days unless a request has 
been made to the municipality under sub- 
section (2). 
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4. The Minister of Health, with the appro- 
val of the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
shall make regulations respecting, 

(a) the facilities in which animals acquired 
for research and teaching purposes shall 
be sheltered, 

(b) the care with which they shall be main- 
tained, and, 

(c) the manner in which any experimental 
work carried out upon them shall be con- 
ducted.

5. The Deputy Minister of Health and the 
Director of Veterinary Services of the De- 
partment of Agriculture shall at least twice 
each year inspect the premises in which the 
animals are sheltered and all areas in 
which medical research is being carried 
out and at the end of each year they shall 
submit areport on their inspections to the 
Minister of Health who shall lay the report 
before the Legislature at its next ensuing 
session.
